However, I have no intention of writing an 
essay upon « system” I merely ge ites 
draw, after my own fashion, a few 
of living men belonging to 4 particular class 
—thit of English lawyers who have made 4 
reputation in Parliament. I cannot perhaps 
do better than to bevin with one whose name 
hes been recently very prominently set before 
the world, Sir Alexander Cockbarn, the Lord 
Chief Justice of Eagiand, who represented 
bis country at the Geneva arbitration. 
Cockburn is now rather more than seventy 
years of age; but alibough his heaith is not 
good, be hes the brain, the epirit, the ani- 
mation, and the freshness of youth. He is a 
man of very varied culture and accomplish- 
ments, weli acquainted with macy litertures, 
and having indeed a great dea) of the liLer- 
ateur of tne artist in his composition. Every- 
thing he does is dove with such an apparent 
tase that he always impresses one with the 
idles that he is really ouly trifling with his 
owe powers, that he never puts forth his real 
strength, that he could do much greater 
things if he tried, I do not belicrve that this 
is eo. I feel littie doubt that all] this bright- 
some case of effect is the result of patent 
ihought and study as well as natural endow- 
ment. A man does all that be can in any 
case; and if he bas not the gift of plodding 
labor, it is not likely that any amount 
A plodding labor would add a cubit to the 
staiure of his fame. Cockburn’s baadsome 
face, hie bright, sweet manners, his clear 
voice, his free, facile style, are all In keeping 
with that int llectual character which makes 
toil itself seem like easy apd natural play. 
Perbaps from his mother, who was a French 
woman, he derived some of that graceful 
aud polished ease and vivacity of manner 
which lend such a charm to hi« «peaking. 
Cockburn belomgs to « fice old family, and 
head ancestors distinguished in war afloat 
and ashore, one of whom was killed at 
the battle of Fontenoy. He inberited his 
haronecty, and did not receive it as 4 re- 
ward for public services; be is in every 
sense what people in England cail a 
gentieman. I beiieve, however, that he began 
life without much fortune, and that his early 
career at the bar was araiher hard struggle. 
If report does not greatly belie bim, young 
Cockburn varied the monotony of bard study 
by a goud deal of fast living. Indeed, all 
through hie career he bas been the subject of 
1 succession of ramors and jokes and more 
or less apocryphal anecdows—of which I 
-hall not narrate any—tending to prove that 
publ.c epining places Lis personal di-cretion 
and self-comrol considerably beiow his po- 
litical and judicia] wis¢om Cockburn was al. 
most unknown tothe public at large until he 
left his youth far beiind bim. He wae nearly 
fifty years old when he won his eclebrity ; 
and he won it all in aflash. He had founda 
seat in the Hlouse of Commons, and made not 
much of a way there uotil the famous “ D on 
Pacifico” debate in 18W. This was the 
memorable occasion when Lord Palmerston, 
defending ap st of his foreign policy whicb 
was artaigned for high-handed arrogance, 
captivated the Huse and the country 
by his boast that a citizen of England 
might, by virtue of his protection, para- 
phrase the immortal “Civis HKomanus 
sum.” Palmer.ton's defense of bhimeeif 
was one of his happiest efforts, if it be 
right to describe as efforts those extraordi 
nary ebuiliiions of easy and seemingly Care- 
lees force which were his peculiarity. But 
even Palmerston’s specch was thrown into 
the shade by the unexpected brilliancy, 
power, spirit, and yrace of the epeech In 
which the aimost unknown advocate, Alexan- 
der Cockburn, surprised and delighted the 
House. When the orator sat down the minis. 
terial benches were in a moment alinost desert- 
ed, such was the rush of members Ww con- 
gratulate him. That speech was the seusa 
tion of the session. I doubt whether any 
speech delivered within my memory ever 
created such asensation, For, although tuere 
have been many far greater speeches, yet 
these came from lips to which the ear of the 
house already turned with the natural and 
well-justified anticipation of great things 
But Cockburn rose t: speak that night an ob- 
scure man, and he sat down a celebrity.

understand how this crop can be # small one, 
when the receipts so far are 200,000 bales 
more than the great crop of 1870, which 
turned out nearly four and a half miliions. 

We believe they will wake up, some time 
within the next-month, to the fact of ther 

being a short supply of good cotton for thir 
year’s consumption; and if they should, 
there will be some very sctive buying. Ws 
have received a Jarge number of letters lately 
which state that the damage to all late cotton 
(which is about one-third of the crop) from 
the frost the 16th of October, was fully 26 
per cent. 

Last month the receipts were 15 per cent. 
more than last year for the same time. Add 
this per cent to last year’s crop, and this croup 
‘will be only 3,382,000 bales. 

The receipts last month were 55 per cent 
more than the year 1868 for the same time. 
Add this per cent. to the crop of that year, 
and this crop will be 3,587,000 bales. 

We must recollect, however, thatia the 
past four years many new railrvads have been 
built, many new gins have been started, and 
planters all over the South are much better 
prepared with stock to haul their cotton than 
they were so soon after the war. If, as we 
suppose, all these things have caused the crop 
to come forward 10 per cent. faster than four 
yeare ago, thiscrop will be but 8,325,000 
bales, So it would seem‘ that our estimate 
last week of 3,500,000 bales was not too small 

and pcssibly may be too large. 

If there should not be an _ active 
market and much higher prices before 
the 27th of this month, we believe there will 
be a strong rise about that time; as it is 
likely the stock in Liverpoo} at that date wil! 
be down to 300,000 bales, compared with 567,- 
000 sanié time last year, and the total for stock 
and afloat 650,000 bales, compared with 996,- 
(OO same time last year. It is likely the 
stock of American in Liverpogl and afloat 
for that port, on the 27 of December, 
which is three weeks from this, will not be 
over 200,000 bales, compared with 356,000 
same time last year. This will be 156,000 
bales less of American, for Liverpool, and we 
know there was not a bale too much last 
year. The exports to the continent are sur- 
prising to every one,and show ‘he increasing 
demand for good styles of American cotton. 
If this apparently insatiable demand from 
the continent continues, it will most surely 


however, 

as con- 
tinental spinners are taking so much from 
this country they will take none from Liver- 
pool, In answer to this, we will state the 
entire export of American cotton from Great 
Britain for the four months of last year, end- 
ing December Sist, was only 25,00) bales, 
whilst this year, for the same time, it bas 
already been 60,000 bales, and will likely be 
10,000 more. The stock in Liverpool is 
382,000 bales, compared with 445,000 last 
year this date. We give the figures for last 
year and this, and the quantity and kinds of 
cotton composing the stocks, which show 
that not only is American cotton scarce, but 
all the better kinds are less than last year.

We recommen! to our people, one and ali, to ob 
serve tne law while it remains a law upon «ar slatate 
boots; but we urgently request the Legislature, apon 
ite a@actabiing, te lose no time in repesiing the act of 
the 96:5 Auysuat last, or so modifying it, that all who 
need er desire theze articles can buy them from our 
merchan ta withon' ary troab.e, and we tpecia ly re- 
q :est our immediat represe: tation to use their in- 
fluence te effect thie.
